DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 9/29/2008 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

The previously made objection to the drawings have been withdrawn in view of the 
amendments to the claims. 

The previously made objection to claims 6 and 26 have been withdrawn in view of the 
amendments. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-52 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 14, 22, 23, 34, 40, and 41 are allowed for reasons indicated in the Final Office 
action of 4/29/2008. 



In regard to independent claims 1, 24, and 42 
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The closest prior art taught by Farrant (US 6,21 1,581) teaches a plurality of modules 
(outlets, see figure 21) wherein each module has a corresponding control receptacle (USB port 
60, noting that the keyboard 45 reads on the control unit and is connectable to any USB port 60). 
Each module (outlet) provides a maximum output less than the total possible output (read on by 
the output sum of the outlets). Brand et al. (US 5,764,504) teaches a current supply system 
wherein plural modules are provided that form a single output that is greater than the maximum 
output power of the individual modules (see figure 1). However, there is a lack of motivation to 
combine the teachings of the single output of Brand et al. with the device of Farrant. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
